U.S. officials staggered by 
repudiation of intelligence services

HELSINKI — U.S. officials had only days 
earlier released some of the most detailed 
intelligence on Russia that America’s spies 
have ever allowed the public to see: Informa- 
tion on bitcoin deposits, names of cyber oper- 
atives, even a description of a keyboard used 
to hack the 2016 U.S. election campaign. 
Then the nation’s top intelligence official 
warned that Russia’s cyber intrusions were 
not only real but have continued unabated. 

None of it has been enough to convince 
President Donald Trump to believe his gov- 
ernment over the claims of the Kremlin. 

In an astonishing repudiation of U.S. intelli- 
gence services and the American system of 
justice, Trump on Monday used a stage he 


shared with Russian

Trump and Putin spent their first two hours 
speaking alone, joined only by their interpret- 
ers. After emerging from the tete-a-tete with 
the former KGB agent, Trump appeared to 
discount the findings of his own intelligence 
agencies about Russia’s behavior. 

Questioned about Russia’s attack, Trump 
said, “I don’t see any reason why” Moscow 
would have even attempted to intervene in 
the 2016 campaign. 

The intelligence community has concluded 
that the Russians conducted the operation to 
damage American democracy, help Trump 
and hurt Hillary Clinton, who has long been 
despised by Putin for questioning the legiti- 
macy of his rule. 

Challenged to condemn Russia’s actions 
and warn Putin against future interference, 
Trump spun into a recitation of counterclaims 
and conspiracy theories about supposedly 
missing computer servers and Clinton’s 
emails.

“The new village will provide a 
safer place to live for up to 40 
people and includes hygiene ser- 
vices, housing case management 
and 24-hour security with con- 
trolled access,” said the Feb. 23 
email from the city.
